their controls.

Be­ 
cause of the sh ortag e of sug a r and 
fats and oils, however, rationing 
of these item s m ay continue into 
next year. 
O ther controls which are contin­ 
ued for some tim e are those over 
rents and p rices.

According to the bureau of labor 
statistics, rents w ent up only four 
p er cent between A ugust.

doctors—not 
soldiers - for 
saying that. They ought to kill 
every damn one of them .” 
Jackson made four voyages In 
Japanese prison hell ships. The 
holds were so crowded th at many 
of the men w'ere unable to lie 
dow’n and all w'ere w ithout sani­ 
tary facilities. In four hours, the 
place was a stinking mad-house. 
“You would have to see it, and 
smell It, to believe the thing,” he 
said. 
Another who w'as liberated w’as 
Lt. Cmdr. David A. Hunt, 42, of 
Tazewell, Va., skipper of the U. S. 
submarine Perch which was sunk 
by Japanese depth charges In the 
Java sea on March 3, 1942. 
H unt 
had 
been 
held 
for 
19 
months at the infamous prison 
camp at Ofuna—w’here he was 
c o n s t a n t l y Interrogated, and 
w’here he was beaten once. 
Judging by the usual Japanese 
standards Hunt said Lt. Sato, the 
, camp commander, w'aa a “pretty 
good guy.” Sato only suspended 
prisoners by their thum bs for sev­ 
eral days on end. That was con­ 
sidered mild punishment. 
Cpl. William R 
Linderfelt of 
Lamesa, Calif., a member of the 
famous old fourth Marine regi­ 
ment, 
said 
the 
Japanese 
were 
w’orse than ever when they were 
afraid. 
“T hat atomic bomb scared hell 
out of them ,” he said. “They were

frightened

they didn’t 
know w’hat to do. They came to us 
and they said, 'Just one more of 
those bombs, and all of you die. We j 
will kill you every one.’ ” 
Linderfelt said, “No, I w’ouldn’t 
have wanted to die. But I wouldn't 
have called off those bombings on 
my account. Nope, not w’hile they 
were killing Japs.” 
F irst Lt. George Bullard of Blue 
Hill, Me., first fighter pilot shot 
dow’n in the first raid on Truk, ! 
said: “Those Japs could use a base- | 
ball bat. They hit you anywhere 
between the knees and the kid-1 
neys. If you fell down, they waited 
until you got up and then started 
all over.” 
Cpl. John Chesebrough of Ilion, j 
N. Y.. who made the B ataan death 
march and w’ho was brought *o 
Japan in a hell ship in September, j 
1942, had more fun than some of 
the others. 
"About August 15 we guessed 
the w ar w as about over,” he said. 
“We immediately did everything 
th at we could to lower Japanese 
morale. We worked as slow as we 
could and we never stopped ta lk ­ 
ing. We told the Japs, ‘All right 
now. It won’t be long and the sit­ 
uation will be reversed. You’ll be <n 
our shoes.” 
Chesebrough said the Japanese 
laughed it off, but they were un­ 
easy. 
There was another man among 
those liberated who didn t smile 
tex) broadly. He was Maj. Stanley 
J Reilly, a padre of San Francisco. 
The padre had two small boxes 
tied around his neck w ith p ara­ 
chute silk. 
“It s two of my boy* th a t I’m 
taking home,” he said. 
One had been starved to death 
by the Japanese after they caught 
him desperately stealing food from 
the camp kitchen. 
“It took 16 days for him to die,” 
Reilly said. “At the end. you could 
see 
his 
backbone 
through 
his 
stom ach ” 
The second box contained the 
ashes of a Navy man who had died 
of dysentery. 
The hospital ship U. S. S. Rescue 
took over the padre's burden. The 
boys will get home.

Ten additional projects are plan­ 
ned although they are still In the 
panning stage 
Hydroponic* is the substitution 
of chemicals in liquid solution for 
those 
ordinarily found In 
fertile 
soil. Nutrient* for vegetation nor­ 
mally provided by nature are piped 
into beds 300 feet long and three 
feet 
wide from the 
1000-barrel 
tank in the A AF projects. 
The beds, which in some instan­ 
ce* are 
lined with 
concrete, are 
filled with fertile soil. Seedlings 
are then planted and continued 
nourishment 
is provided by 
the 
m ixture of waiter and chemicals in 
the tank 
So far only salad vegetable* 
have been included in this project.

ANGINA pectoris is a boart 
condition in which there are at­ 
tacks of pain over the heart. The 
pain usually passee upward into 
the neck and down into the left 
arm. The attacks, as a rule, are 
so severe that the person affected 
must stop whatever he is doing 
and rest. As a g eneral rule, the 
attacks last only a few seconds or 
minutes. It is noted th a t exercise 
tends to bring on attacks, and 
often they follow the eating of a 
heavy meal. 
Ang ina pectoris is probably due 
lo a spasm of the arteries which 
supply the heart muscles with 
blood. These are known as the cor­ 
onary arteries. There may be ac­ 
tual blocking of the coronary a r­ 
teries due to the formation of a 
blood clot in therm, known ae cor­ 
onary thrombosis. 
Treatm ents Pro po sed 
Many forms of treatm ent of an­ 
g ina pectoris have been proposed. 
Doctor Joseph E. F. Riseman, of 
Boston, has made a careful study 
of approximately twenty-two dif­ 
ferent procedures used in the 
treatm ent of ang ina pectoris, and 
has found th at sixteen of them are 
of considerable value. 
One of the drug s which has been 
found useful is nitrog lycerin. This 
has an action of relaxing the ar­ 
teries and thus increasing the 
blood supply to the heart muscle. 
Other drug s which have been 
found useful are Amyl-niirite and 
Octyl-nitrite, but apparently these 


are not as easy to use aa the nitro­ 
g lycerin. 
Purine Drug s 
Certain drug s, known as pur­ 
ines, have also been found helpful, 
such aa theobromine and amino­ 
phylline. Another drug which hag 
been found helpful is q uinine sul­ 
phate. When g iven in the proper 
dose, it does not cause any reac­ 
tions and improves the patient’s 
condition. 
Sedatives, or drug s which q uiet 
the nervous system, such as phe­ 
nobarbital, when g iven in small 
amounts, may enhance the value 
of other forms of treatm ent. 
Surg ical Pro cedure 
In certain patients, potassium 
iodide and atropine sulphate are 
employed. In certain patients, sur­ 
g ical procedures also have been 
used. Complete removal of the 
thyroid g land, according to Doc­ 
tor g leeman, is of value in a few 
carefully selected patients. It is hie 
opinion, however, that in g eneral, 
surg ery is rarely needed in tha 
treatm ent of ang ina pectoris. 
Other thing s which can be done 
for ang ina pectoris are for the pa­ 
tient to avoid physical strain, over­ 
eating , and to g et plenty of rest. 
It is also im portant to teach the 
patient to have the proper mental 
attitude toward the disease, and 
to avoid worry and emotional 
strain 
insofar

Medical treatm ent is necessary in 
each case and, of course, this can 
only be carried out satisfactorily 
under the directions of the physi­ 
cian.

ANGINA pectoris Is a heart 
condition in which thers arc at­ 
tack* of pain over the heart. The 
pain usually pause* upward into 
the neck and down into the left 
arm. The attacks, a* a rule, are 
so severe that the person affected 
must stop whatever he ia doing 
and rest. As a general rule, the 
attacks last only a few seconds or 
minutes. It is noted that exercise 
tends to bring on attacks, and 
often they follow the eating ai a 
heavy meal. 
A ngina pectoris is probably due 
to a spasm of the arteries which 
supply the heart muscles with 
blood. These are known as the cor­ 
onary arteries. There may be ac- 
tual blocking of the coronary a r­ 
teries due to the formation of a 
blood clot in them, known ae cor­ 
onary thrombosis. 


T reatm ents Proposed 
Many forms of treatm ent of an­ 
gina pectoris have been proposed. 
Doctor Joseph E. F. Riseman, of 
Boston, has made a careful study 
of approximately twenty-two dif­ 
ferent procedures used in the 
treatm ent of angina pectoris, and 
has found that sixteen of them are 
of considerable value. 
One of the drugs which has been 
found useful is nitroglycerin. This 
has an action of relaxing the ar­ 
teries and thus increasing the 
blood supply to the heart muscle. 
Other drugs which have been 
found useful are Amyl-nitnte and 
Octyl-nitnte, but apparently these 


are not as sasv to ase as th* nitro­ 
glycerin. 
Purine Drugs 
Certain drugs, known as pur­ 
ines, have also been found helpful, 
such as theobromine and amino­ 
phylline. Another drug which has 
been found helpful is quinine sul­ 
phate. When given in the proper 
dose, it does not cause any reac­ 
tions and improves the patient’s 
condition. 
Sedatives, or drugs which quiet 
the nervous system, such as phe­ 
nobarbital. wnen given in small 
amounts, may enhance the value 
of other forms of treatment. 
Surgical Procedure 
In certain patients, potassium 
iodide and atropine sulphate are 
employed. In certain patients, sur­ 
gical procedures also have been 
used. Complete removal of th# 
thyroid gland, according to Doc­ 
tor Kinsman, is of value in a few 
carefully selected patients. It is his 
opinion, however, that in general, 
surgery is rarely needed in the 
treatm ent of angina pectoris. 
Other things which can be done 
for angina pectoris are for the pa­ 
tient to avoid physical strain, over­ 
eating, and to get plenty of rest. 
It is also im portant to teach the 
patient to have the pro per mental 
attitude toward the disease, and 
to avoid worry and emotional 
strain 
insofar 
aa

Medical treatm ent is necessary in 
each case and, of course, this can 
only be carried out satisfactorily 
under the directions of the physi­ 
cian.

Ohio Rep ub lican News Hits 
'One-Man Government' 
By Democrat 


COLUMBUS, 
Sept. 
IO — The 
Ohio 
Republican 
party 
today 
fired the opening gun in the battle 
aga inst the possible re-election of 
Gov . Frank J . Lausehe to a sec­ 
ond term—in this week’s issue of 
the Ohio Republican News which 
criticized Lausche’s "one-man gov ­ 
ernment." The news charged that 
the gov ernor "lov es to operate a 
one-man gov ernment and contin­ 
ues to put his own cabinet mem­ 
bers on the spot," by his lack of 
confidence in them. 
The Republican news said that 
Lausehe was using the Ohio Pub­ 
lic Ex penditure council to "sur­ 
v ey " 
other sta te departments — 
particularly 
the 
public 
welfare 


* and 
education 
departments—be­ 
cause "it seems he does not hav e 
confidence in some of his own ap­ 
pointees.” 
The official organ of the COP in 
Ohio stated the gov ernor wrote a 
letter which said: 
“ The problems of gov ernmental 
finance can only be approached 
prudently and efficiently through 
authentic statistical information. 
I was able to obtain this informa­ 
tion from Mr. Wolfe with greater 
dispatch and accuracy than I w'as 
able to obtain it from my own 
state departments."
